H^re, year in and year oat, day atwr 
day, the fire is started with a ehuiik of 
discarded tarred setting, and there is 
ncthiug like it. 


When a net gets leader, so that it is 


likely to burst whea a bcdy of kelp or 
seaweed floats against it in a ride way, 
or to break with a big catch of fisli, iz 
is condensed. It may ba whole and 
look all right, but it doesn't pay to take 
aay risks with it. Some fishermen using 
a considerable number of nets raay have 
half a ton of sneh netting in a year. 
They use it to start fires, and give away 
scma of it 
Formerly they sold it for 


junk, and they do so now occasionally, 
though not so much as they did. It 
brings a cent a pound. 


This netting has been tarred again 


and again with fine, thin tar and it is 
thoroughly saturated. The net may be 
6 feet deap. A length of it is rolled up, 
and the roll is then flattened down. The 
flattened roll may be 6 inches wide, and 
it is cut off with an ax into chnnks of 
perhaps a foot in length, just enough to 
lie nicely on the grato of a kitchen 
range. It is thoroughly dried before it 
ii used. It all ignites quickly, and 
burns fiercely and uniformly, with a 
bluish flame and rather a pleasant odor. 
A properly laid fire with A section of 
old tarred netting to start it never goes 
out. Whoever attends to the kitchen 
fire in the fisherman's house prepares it, 
if possible, the night before and pulls a 
fitrand from the tarred netting out 
through the bars of the grato in front 
To start the fire in the morning all that 
is necessary is to tonch a lighted mateh 
to the end of that tarred rope yarn. 


Some of this tarred netting has been 


sold to start the fire in locomotives. 
Such a thing is not unheard of as the 
use of cotton waste and oil for this pur- 
pose, but a sheet of old tarred netting 
laid over the grate bars beats the cotton 
waste out cf sight Still, locomotives 
have multiplied and tarred netting cuts 
no figure as a means of starting the fire 
in them. It is perhaps now used for 
that purpose, if at all, only on roads 
running through or near fishing dis 
tricts. And, as said, it is now rarely 
sold. The fisherman uses it to stort his 
own fire, and the roan who has more 
than be wants gives to his neighbor.— 
New York Sun.

Chances are taken either for or against 


the spout running. A gray haired, 
wizened old man is tho owner of the 
den, and there is another similar place 
across the road, only smaller. On tho 
roof, over the fifth floor, there is a 
small, square watch tower, in which 
are stationed five or six men, whoso 
duty is to scan the horizon closely and 
report on the formation of rainclouds. 
On these reports the odds rise or falL 


A bet made and won one day is al- 


ways paid the following morning. 
Everything seems to bo " on the square, ' ' 
and indeed there is little chance for 
cheating. The odds range as high as 1 
to 75 on some days, even in tho rainy 
season. Many have made a fortune in a 
single day. One person won over £5,- 
000 in the course of a few weeks. But 
he worked the system on scientific meth- 
ods.

Comparative Uoriu of Surface Mauuriac 


and 1'luuiu^ In Uanuro. 


E!::is A. Long learned a lesson iu the 


application of maunre warti a boy in 
his father's nursery. He tells the story, 
as follows, iu American (iardeiiiiig: Ws 
purchased froiu a sunnery a large pile 
of compost, hair, ashes, lime aud other 
refuse, with enough bark iu layers to 
make all pile up well. In the winter we 
drew this on land devoted to nursery 
and other crops, usually plowing it un- 
der in the spring. Sometimes on fall 
plowed laud wo would incorporate the 
mixture with the soil, by the use of the

degree. The avidity with which roots 
seek out and lay hold of particles of 
manure in the case stated showed to mo 
that there can be no mistake iu putting 
the plant food right where it will be 
needed. With the surface and applica- 
tion of manure in the fall and winter 
ther§ is often great loss of fertility 
through escape by leaching aud surface 
drainage during thaws in the winter. 
If it bo drawn to the plat and be kept 
in piles until just before spring plow- 
ing or cultivating, such loss is not ap- 
preciable.

It is niad* to apjxar that these 


division fences t-an I* made very cheap- 
ly. Following is an illustrated descrip 
lion, originally sutmim-d by Mr. Browc 
to Country Ufriitleinjm: 


VTo make division fences with fine 


plain wires—one a ribbon wire toshow, 
so that they will not run into it, and 
with posts 00 fc-4-t apart. We stretch 
these wires perfectly tight with a ratch- 
et, made to be used with a common 
monkey wrench, aud theu staple a light 
paling—J 
S<C inches thick aud 3 inches 


wide—every 10 feet This keeps the 
cows from spreading tho wires apart 
and crawling through. These ratchets 
cost bnt 10 cents each and give perfect 
control of tho •wires, as with a wrench 
yon can at auy time take up the slack 
in a wire, and on level land a wire from 
50 to 80 rods long can bo stretched, 


In making this fence the end posts 


must be set deep and thoroughly braced, 
and then the staples used on the posn

must not bo driven so as to hold th- 
wirc close, but left so that they wil' 
play back and forth, bnt on the paling 
the'staples must bo driven tight. Th" 
best plan of bracing tho end posts which 
I have ever found is an iron rear brace, 
as shown in the enguiving. Br is the 
brace, B B tho bolts, M S tho mudsill, 
to which the lower end of tho brace is 
bolted. The upper end is bolted to th 
post P. We make the braces of old wng-

if the honey flow was heavy. Also tisi1 
size of tho hivo has much to do with 
the control of swarming.

radishes, oiiious, strawberries, etc., that of room is given black bf»s for storage, 
the manure is not wanted at the same 
level as with parsnips, cauliflower and 
other deeper rooters. Then, again, sur- 
face manuring may, as in the case of 
strawberries, servo an excellent purpose 
as a mulch in keeping the soil cool and 
in preserving moisture. 


Another thing, all crops do not need 


the siuno amount of manure. It is a 
poor plan, for instance, to be lavish iu 
the use of manure on potatoes and 
then slight it ou onions and celery. 
Among crops that do the better for high 
feeding I would place strawberries, cel- 
ery, 
onions, lettuce, spinach, boots, 


radishes, cabbage, cauliflower, sqnashes 
and cucumbers. Of such, tho extent of 
tho crop is almost measured by tho 
amount of manure, and 30 to 40 tons 
per aero each year is none too much. 
The hush small fruits need less maiinro 
than do strawberries, while vegeta- 
bles, potatoes, pc-ns, parsnips, carrots, 
beans, tomatoes and melons get along 
very well with cue-half tho manure 
called for by the others named.

Wheat Prospects Hot PromUing— 


Early Sown Oat* and Clover In- 
jured by Frost. 
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For all counties north of Marlon: 


The past week has been marked by 
weather conditions decidedly unfa- 
vorable to the progress of farm wort", 
and in a somewhat lees degree to that 
of vegetative growth. The average 
temperature was two degrees below 
the normal of fifteen years, while 
precipitation in the fcraa of rain cr 
hnow occurred in some portion of the 
section on every day of the week, the 
average for all stations being 1 32 
inches, which Is exactly twice tbe 
normal for the period considered. 
There was but 14 per cent, of the pos- 
sible duration of sunshine, making a 
deficiency of 35 per cent, fur the week. 
Heavy snow occurred on the 9th, the 
fall at some stations being re- 
ported at 10 leches 
Freezing tem- 


peratures occurred on the Sin, 9ih 
and 10th. Plowing and oats sowing 
have been generally suspended owing 
to the precipitation. Grasses of all 
klods maae fsir progress under the 
stimulus of abundant moisture, and 
while the condition of wheat is not 
by any means promising, It may be 
said that it has improved somewhat 
during the week. It is feared that 
early sown oats and clover have been 
injured considerably by frost. Peach 
buds are generally reported to have 
been badly Injured and In most In- 
stances the crop totally destroyed. 
The outlook for most other fruit is 
fairly promising. The prospect for 
the berry crop is good.

The Una war between Delaney 


Bros, acd the Ohio Oil Company;

The latest from 
it yesterday was to the effect that 
tbe two wells which hugged the Hue, 
one for each of the parties, were 
completed and are worthless, unless 
glycerine comes to the rescus. This 
seems somewhat surprising.

Will Not Stand Trial.

Jacob.Mcser, of the South Side 


Building £ Loan Association, and 
J. O. Stout returned last evening 
from Ft. Wayne, Ind., where they 
went to see the forger, W. H. Bend- 
ricks, alias Mcore, etc. After some 
difficulty they were permitted to 
visit the prisoner's cell, and after 
taking a careful lock at the man 
both Mr. Mcser and Mr. Stout were 
satisfied that ho was the 
same 


man, who, under the name of George 
L. Hunter, passed a forged draft at 
the office of the South Side Building 
and Loan Association here several 
months ago. 


Tne prisoner's lawyer had cautioned 


him DOC to talk, and all efforts to get 
him to say anything concerning the 
forgery he perpetrated here were 
futile. However, when Mr. Moscr 
extended his hand and addressed him 
as Hunter he shook bands .with him 
and made no effort to deny his con- 
nection with tbe name. 


TVTLL NOT STAND TEIAL. 


The Ft,. Wayne Sentinel states tbe 


following concerning the prisoner : 


"The forger, 0. F. Moore, lies In 


jail under 15,000 bond, awaiting the 
outcome of his arrest. The prisoner 
has confessed his wrongdoings, and 
it is the opinion of the attorneys 
that he will plead guilty and that 
the case will never come to trial. 


The court or jury cannot, under 


the new law, fix the punishment for 
a felony. In cases of conviction the 
prisoner is sent to tbe northern pris 
on, where his sentence is fixed by the 
prison board. Moore's case will be 
the first one from Allen county under 
the new law. 


Moore will not give a connected 


story for publication. He met sev- 
eral reporters in his cell last evening, 
but was so guarded in his conversa- 
tion that nothing beyond what has 
already been published was told. 
He pronounces some of the so-called 
interviews mere bosh, without the 
shadow of truth in them. The pen 
alty for forgery is from two to four- 
teen years. Moore recognizes the 
fact that by pleading guilty he Is 
doing something that will surely mit- 
igate his sentence."
